EBERT BACK IN BERLIN. 

(RY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES] 

BERLIN, March 21. — President 
Ebert arrived in Berlin from Stutt-

One Victim Lost $3500 in 


“Last Card” Gambler on Trial

J. M. Silverman, a manufacturer 
of women's dresses, who lives ef 
131 President street, Brooklyn, tes- 
tified that the defendant's luck“ 
seemed to him to reside mostly in 
his clever manipulation of marked 
cards and the use of decks of 
“readers.” 

LOSES $3500 IN ONE SESSION. 


The story of a game for high 
stakes that took place December 14 
at Kronberg house, West End 
avenue, near Ninety-ninth street, 
Was vVividly pictured by Silverman, 
who lost $3500 to the defendant be- 
tween 8:30 that night and 6 o'clock 
the next morning, when the game 
broke up. Stud“ poker was the 
game and the players, besides him- 
self and the defendant, were a Mr. 
Louls, a Mr. Karp, a Mr. Selznick 
und some others. After the game 
Silverman took home a deck of 
cards and locked it in his safe. It 
was later shown to the authorities 
and led to the charge against Kron- 
berg when the cards were discov- 
ered to be “readers” or marked 
cards, whose face value could be 
determined by merely looking at 
the backs 

Kronberg won most of the “pots” 
in the latter part of the evening. The 
hand that aroused Silverman's sus- 
picion wag one near the end when 
all but Kronberg and a player named 
Louis dropped out. With one card 
face down before each, Louis and 
Kronberg continued to draw and

“Louis then turned over an ace 
in the hole.“ continued Silverman. 
and said, ‘I've got you beat, as you 
can't have better than two nines 
I'll split the pot, 25 per cent. to the 
loser and 76 per cent. to the win 
ner.“ Kronberg refused to do this 
Louts then said he would let Kron- 
berg take out his 14800 and then 
split the pot on that basis. 

Kronberg said, ‘No, I'll take a 
chance,’ and he reached to Bartch, 
who was dealing, and helped him 
pull the top cardi off the deck. It was 
a four, and Kronberg then turned 
his hole card, which was a three 
Louis drew a six. Kronberg’s two 
pair then beat Louis's pair of aces. 
and he swooped in the pot.“ 
Silverman testified that Kronberg 
could see the deck, and that if he 
could read the oesign on the back 
of the cards he knew all the time 
that he was going to draw a four 
—— thus beat Louis's hand. Silver- 
man said that this play made him 
suepicious, and that when the game 
broke up he put the deck in his 
pocket. At his office he studied the 
cards, but couldn't solve the key 
till the design Was explained to him.

Is is stated that the proposed im- 
provement will involve the moving 
of between 16.000.000 and 18,000,000 
cubic vards of material at a prob- 
able cost of $1,335,000, which sum 
is available for the work. Should any 
ledge rock be encountered, its re- 
gnoval will not be required under 
the terms of the contract. If re- 
quired to be removed it will be made 
the subject of separate contract. 

The specifications require that 
work start within sixty days of no- 
tification of approval of contract by 
the chief fo engineers at Washing- 
ton, that the work be prosecuted at 
ithe rate of 100.000 cubic yards of 
matérial a month for the first two 
months, and 200.000 cuble vards per 
month thereafter. 

By the specifications the channel 
was divided into three sections:

OIL SHORTAGE 
BLAME PLACED. 


Standard Answers Criticism 
of Railroad Board. 


Explains Recent Increases in 
Petroleum Prices. 


Charges Federal Government 
Primarily Responsible. 


Blaming the Federal govern- 
ment's policy of causigg to remain 
idle a great area of productive 
lands in the Midway field: as the 
chief cause for the present shortage 
of fuel oil, II. R. Kingsbury, presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Company, 


gives, in a statement issued yester- 
day in reply to the open letter of 
the State Rallroad Commission, the 
reasons Which led to the recent ad- 
vance in the price of fuel oil and 
gasoline. He maintains that it was 
necessary to provide some stimulus 
to increase production and take 
me action Which would lead to 4 
nservation of crude oi! and its 
products” The main part of Mr. 
Kinssburv's statement follows: 
The Pacific Coast supply of fuel 
ofl and of petroleum products ts 
rapidly approaching exhaustion. 
Since May 1, 1915, crude-oil stocks 
in California have decreased from 
over 60.000.000 barrels to 28,738. 
921 barrels on March 1, 1920. The 
available supply of crude oil in 
stock is today less than 13,000,000 
barrels. The balance cof the stocks 
are taken up in the factor of safe- 
tv of 10,000,000 barrels. which the 
petroleum committce of the State 
Council of Defen found essentia! 
to the safety of Pacific Coast n- 
dustries, and in the oll in pipe 1 
and tank bottoms which the same 
committee estimate at 6,000,000 
barrels not available for use. 
FOR ALARM. 


At the present rate of consump- 
tion and of production the avail- 
able stocks will be exhausted in 
about twelve months, at which time 
consumers of California fuel oll 
will be cut off from between 25, 
000 to 30,000 barrels per day. 

It must be ob@ious to your hon- 
orable commission that those en- 
gaged in the oil industry view this 
condition with serious and just 
alarm. The condition is not a tem- 
porary one, but the culmination of 
a steady growth. Stocks for .the 
past five years have declined: m- 
sumption has increased and prices 
for crude of! have mounted. But 
ne advance in the price of fuel oi! 
has been made by this company for 
nearly two years, or since May 1, 
1918. when. at the direction of the 
United States Fuel Administration. 
all marketing ofl companies ad- 
vanced the price which they paid 
for crude oil at the well 25 cents 
a barrel, and the price at which 
they sold fuel ofl 15 cents a bar-

The Hoover home in Kensingten 
is unique among the vate resi- 
dences in London. Built at a time 
wh Kensington was a suburb of 
London, it is surrounded by a superb 
park which has remained intac 
quite unlike anything in the 
clty. Once inside its walls one finds 
it hard to believe that the bustling | 
metropolis is Just outside, and that 
Kensington station, one ef the busiest 
points of traffic in London, is enly 
twe. blocks away. 

I attended Mrs. Hoover's recep- 
tions in London during a period of 
several years, up to the late autumn 
of 1913, when left for New York, 
and during that time I had every 
opportunity to observe her manner 
of receiving and entertaining her 
guests. Mrs. Hoover entertained in 
three ways: Every afternoon, from 
4 till 6 tea was served for any of 
her numerous friends who cared to 
drep in. If she was not at home at 
4 o'clock, tea was served just the 
same, and the hostess would arrive 
later on. This waa understood. She 
gave garden parties in the season, 
when one would meet fifty or a 
hundred guests, both English and 
American. many of them distin- 
guished in the world of science. art 
literature and music. She sometimes 
entertained two or three friends at 
dimner, but gave no fashionable din- 
ner les. I never saw her in an 
ultre-fashionabie dress, and never 
> rad her wearing jewels on any occa- 


Mra. Hoover, like her husband, is 
gifted above everything else with 
common sense. I forgot to mention 
that at their dinner table nothing 
stronger than coffee was served. Mrs. 
Hoover's conversation was simple. 
natural, free from affectation and 
Gevoid of ostentation; neither did 
she ever allude to the dificult work 
she and her husband were engaged 
In. I learned by the merest chance 
that she ig a Latin scholar of rare 
distinction. she aided Mr. 
Hoover in the translation of Agri- 
las exceedingly intricate work. A 
distinguished trait in Mrs. Hoover's 
character is that she never utters 
an unkind word about any one, no 
matter how warm the discussion 
might be, socially or politically. If 
Mrs. Hoover ever becomes mistress 
of the White House gossip and in- 
trigue will never obtain an entrance.

A condition such as this seems to offer 
two alternatives. Either the dam will 
burst and exchange rates be restored to a 
point where exporters will find it profitable 
to proceed with the original programme, 
which is unlikely, or the artificial lake will 
back up so far that it will become a men- 
ace and steps will be taken, by Federal 
authority if necessary, to divert the flood 
into domestic channels. Little rivulets, 
creeks, rivers and streams will becin to 
drain the reservoir. It will be like revers- 
ing a moving-picture film. The scene will 
dissolve backwards, and all of this mate- 
ria] will be carried to distributing points 
in this country, where it really belongs. 

Burope is not starving for either our 
food or our goods, but we are starving for 
a fair deal and a right to the necessities of 
lige at prices which do not insult our in- 
telligence and assault our pocketbooks. 
When this movement starts the pressure 
against the dam will be materially relieved: 
the throwing of such large quantities of 
material on the domestic market will reduce 
prices and give the initial impetus to the 
decline for which we are all waiting and 
praying. 

As a theory our case seems impregna- 
bie, but the heads of refrigerating and 
Warehouse companies say that, while cer- 
tain perishable foodstuffs probably will be 
turned back for home consumption, “this 
is not expected to cause any appreciable 


are to be held for an indefinite period or 
else exported regardless of the exchange 
rate.” 

It is explained by these captains of bar- 
ter and sale that the domestic market will 
readily absorb such slight turnback as is 
decided upon at prevailing or higher prices, 
and from as high a source as the Bureau 
of Markets of the Department of Agricul- 
ture it was said that “the high prices gen- 
erally prevailing would cause the survlus 
to be snapped up, even in the event that 
many products are turned back from the 
ports.” In only one instance so far has the 
market been affected by a turnback, and 
that was when fifty carloads of honey were 
released from export storage. This, we are 
told, caused a dull honey market a few 
days. 

It may shock some of the good people 
who are hustling up and down the high- 
ways with subscription lists for the starv- 
img Europeans to know that this country is 
importing potatoes, butter and cabbage in 
large quantity from Denmark and onions 
from Spain and Egypt and other foodstuffs 
in lesser volume from some of these same 
presumably “starving” countries. As «a 
matter of fact, while Europeans are asking 
us to feed them, the outrageously-inflated 
price which we are paying for food in or- 
der to do our bit in relieving the distress 
of the world is the magnet which is send- 
ing food from Europe to this country, and 
while there is no evidence as yet of such an 
absurdity, it is not without the bounds of 
possibility that we may soon be eating our 
own supplies reimported from the old coun- 
try and sold back to us at our freak prices. 

The same condition seems to be true in 
farm implements and other commodities 
which we have stored behind the dam. By 
all the laws of fair trading and of self-pro- 
tection they should be turned back for 
home use where they are so greatly need- 
ed, but the same source of information from 
which we Have heretofore quoted asserts 
that these goods will be held to await more 
favorable exchange rates, and that the 
chances “that any except the most perisha- 
ble will be turned back for home consump- 
tion are regarded as being very slight.” 

With the living cost market making no 
appreciable decline, with the local garden 
and berry crop syndicated for the season, 
with potatoes of fair size five cents each and 
without much to look forward to in the 
shape of early relief, the news that an im- 
mense amount of foodstuffs in Southern 


States is facing ruin because of a long

Here we are, theoretically producing enough 
and to spare, but, instead of accumulating 
a trading surplus which will bring about a 
price decline, we stack our goods and chat- 
tels in warehouses over against a future 
day when it may be profitable to export 
them. We let our perishable food rot be- 
cause a gang of nonpatriots have a misera- 
ble quarrel about something no one gives 
a hang for. We make no adequate provision 
for moving our products after they are 
ready. We putter and dawdle and name 
fair-price commissions which putter and 
dawdle. We resolve that we are the vic 
tims of an impossible situation. 

Then we go right out and pay the prices 
and insist upon our luxuries and our six- 
hour days and our low-geared production 
and keep on wondering what George is go- 
ing to do about it. 


WORTH THE PRICE. 

The States included in the League of 
the Southwest are Arizona, California. Colo 
rado, Nevada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Tex- 
as and Utah; having a combined area of 
over a million square miles—a third of the 
United States proper and considerably larg- 
er than all that part of our country east 
of the Mississippi River. With the excep- 
tion of Oklahoma we acquired the greater 
part of this territory ‘rom Mexico, paying 
for it the sum of $15,090,000; although, ac- 
cording to historians, the total cost to us, 
including the expense of the war, Mexico's 
debts assumed and the Cadsden purchase, 
was about $190,000,000. 

While much of the area included within 
the league is semi-arid and some of it strict- 
ly arid, it is a region of almost bound'ess 
natural resources. For the period 1912-16 
Texas led all the States of the Union, hav- 
ing an average annual crop value for the 
five years of 8500.0. % This State and 
California have each the potential capac- 
ity to produce crops worth over $1,000,000,- 
000 a year; for the Lone Star State has 
over 50,000,000 acres in @ district of heavy 
rainfall: and the Golden State has a mild 
climate through its length and a water sup- 
ply for at least 10,000,000 acres. It is not 
impossible for the entire territory of the 
league to produce annua! crops to the value 
of $3,000,000,000, or about three-fifths the 
entire crop value of the entire country at 
the time the last census was taken. 

Present indications are that the cotton 
crops of Imperial county, California, and 
Maricopa county, Arizona (both in the very 
heart of the most arid part of the South- 
west,) will each sell for a sum in excess of 
the $15,000,000 that we paid Mexico. Okla- 
homa is one of the new States, but it al- 
ready has taken a high rank as a farming 
district. Twenty years have not passed 
since the government started irrigation 
projects in Nevada; that State produced In 
1918 over $24,000,000 worth of soil products. 

The territory covered by the league is 
undoubtedly one of the most richly miner- 
alized portions of the earth's surface. Call- 
fornia and Colorado are the leading gold- 
producing States of the country; with the 
exception of Oklahoma and Texas all of the 
States produce silver in large quantities; 
the value of copper ores mined in Arizona 
alone in a recent year would almost pay the 
entire first cost of the territory of the 
league to us; While the total output of cop- 
per for the entire district for the same year 
was in excess of $300,000,000. California, 
Oklahoma and Texas sre the leading ofl 
producing States of the Union. The coal 
fields of New Mexico, Colorado and Utah 
contain an enormous tonnage of bituminous 
coal and some anthracite. Owing to the 
mild weather of the southern Stgtee of this 
region. the many mountain ranges for sum- 
mer pasturage, the plans free from snow 
most of the winter, its dry climate espe- 
cially suitable for sheep. and the high in- 
tensity of its production of forage crops 
under irrigation, it is the most favored part 
of the great open range grazing grounds of 
America. California, Arizona, Colorado and 
Texas each contains many million acres of 
valuable forests. 

Considering the light rainfall over most 


of drainage basins the Colorado and the

drained by branches of the great Snake 
River; the Truckee, Carson and Walker and 
other smaller streams come down into it 
from the “High Sierra” on the west; geolo- 
gists have found that the beds of recent 
Kravels lying between the parallel moun- 
tain chains scattered over the central and 
southern portions of this State contain un- 


derground waters which may be used by. 


installing pumps. The high elevation of 
the land over all the area of these States, 
excepting Texas and Oklahoma, in connec- 
tion with the many streams, gives favora- 
ble opportunity for the development of 
much hydroelectric energy. Containing the 
bighest as well as the lowest land eleva- 
tions to be found in the United § tates, in 
addition to the Yosemite Valley and the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado, two of the 
natural wonders of the world, it opens to 
the traveler many wonderful pictures drawn 
on a huge scale and painted in oriental 
colors. 

The eight States of the Southwest may 
not be able to support as dense a popula- 
tion as some Eastern States, but there is 
no gainsaying the fact that the population 
is going to be vastly greater than it is at 
present. Texas could discount 60,000 square 
miles of dry lands and then have as large 
an area left as the Germany of pre-war 
times. She has a milder climate, a richer 
sofl, a coast never closed by ice, and great 
oll fields, all of which the European coun- 
try lacks. Should manufacturing, com- 
merce, intensity of crop production receive 
the same encouragement and the standard 
of living become the same as in Germany, 
Texas alone would support a population of 
60,000,000. California could discount 50, 
000 square miles of dry and mountainous 
lands and have as great an area left as 
that on which Italy takes care of 40,000,000 
people. The Golden State has, in addition 
to a mild climate, great mineral devosits, 
while those of Italy are «mall. Newell, the 
first chief engineer of the Reclamation Serv- 
ice, says that in many respects the natural 
resources of Colorado cxceed those of New 
York and the New England States com- 
bined—the Eastern States having at the 
time he spoke more than 13,000,000 people. 

The rate of gain in the league territory is 
remarkable. While explored in the six 
teenth century, the real factors of its eco 
nomic development are: the coming of sta 
ble government in 1848, the completion of 
the first transcontinental railroad in 1869, 
the completion of the line from Los Angeles 
to New Orleans about forty years ago, and 
the connecting of Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake and the commencement of work by 
the Reclamation Service in the past twenty 
years. 

Texas has four cities having a popula 
tion of over a hundred thousand each and 
is crowding Illinois for third place in num 
ber of people; California is gaining in in- 
habitants very fast. The new State of Ok- 
lahoma gained more people in the period 
1900-1910 than Maine has acquired in hun- 
dreds of years. The census now being 
taken will give Los Angeles city 600,000 in- 
habitants, yet there ig not a single cne of 
these States but has now a city with more 
people than the Los Angeles of 1880 had. 
It seems evident that the eight States com- 
posing the league will support 560,000,000 
persons, even on the American standard of 
living; and the present population of about 
14,000,000 will soon double

Of these, forty-five were brought 
Dy paresgts or relatives, fourteen 
came themeelves, and seventeen 
were sent by other agencies. Thirty- 
three lived at home, and went to 
school, seventeen were domestics, fif 
ten were housewives, four were book 
keepers, three were laundry workers, 
one Was a nurse, one was a teacher, 
ene Was a cierk and one a tailoress. 
Thirty-nine were sent back to par- 
ents, homes and schools, twenty to 
positions, and four to other institu- 
tions. 

Sixty-one out of the seventy-six 
were American born of American 
parents, twelve American rn of 
foreign parents, and three were for- 
eign born. Of these twenty-one had 


both parents, eighteen had mothers 
only, seven had fathers only, and 
Ant had neither father nor mother.

“Our whole modern material civil- 
ization rests upon values and utili- 
ties that have been discovered and 
made available in very recent times. 
There is some contention in the in- 
dustrial world as to whether this 
shouki be called the electrical age, 
the coal age or the age of gasoline. 
Yet only a few years ago each one 
of these great necessities of our daily 
life were regarded as useless and 
even dangerous encumbrances. 

“The fact that the things that 
have most blessed mankind were 
formerly feared and vigorously op- 
posed, has been quite as true in 
the realm of morals as in the realm 
of matter. Every virtue at its first 
RupeaTrance Was regarded as an evil 
that threatened the ve foundations 
of society and those who dared ad- 
vecate it wefe destroyed. The 
pioneer in virtue has had as hard a 
read to travel as have the pioneers 
in all other lines of activity. Ve 
have not only cruaified the men we 
afterwar@ deified, but have crucified 
the very principles that we huve alft- 
erward exalted to the highest place. 

“The last things to appear in the 
process of development are the best 
things, because growth, bejng the 
law of life, thines must appear first 
n their raw unattractive immaturity 
and if we have not vision and un- 
derstanding enough to see what they 
are becoming we are sure to con- 
demn them for the present unsatis- 
factoriness. For example, the best 
part of a tree is not its root, nor 
its trunk, nor its branches or leaves. 
not even its blossoms, though all 
necessary, but the best part of the 
tree is thé fruit, the last to appear 
and for which all other parts en- 
dured and functioned. 

REDEMPTIVE POWER, 

“The imperishable or vitally es- 
sential elements ‘hat have |. given 
religion its redemptive power have 
remained for the most part un- 
recognized or have been condemned 
an unreligious or even as irreligious 
when recognized. The higher values 
in religion must be delved for and 
are made available only through la- 
hor and effurt. What are the essen- 
tial, imperishable elements in re- 
ligion? Belief in God. belief in per- 
sonal immortality, belief in a king- 
dom of heaven, into which the souls 
of the faithful are gathered after 
death are usually regarded as the 
essentials of religion. But Emer- 
son, who to my mind states it more 
strongly and clearly than anyone I 
know, does not mention any of 
these, but says, ‘A man may give up 
all that passes current as religion, 
but if he bend before truth and jus- 
tice and love, if he feel that there 
is something sovereign within him 
which it were better to dié than to 
disobey, then he is on the open high- 
way to those truths and confidence 
which are the imperishable part of 
religion.“ 

“Those who have held belief in God 
as an essential element in religion 
have thought of God as the one 
great reality on which all things de- 
pend and with which we must start 
in our religious thinking. Man and 
the world life were thought of as 
the ephemeral and shadowy refiec- 
tions of this fixed and changeless 
Divinity. They were the creations 
and creatures of this Being and 
their destiny lay entirely in His 


hand. . 

“While it may be possible to hold 
this absolutest conception of God 
in the background of our faith, mod- 
ern thought compels us to think of 
the available God in more limited 
but vital terms— the available God 
being limited to man's capacity and 
effort. 

“Instead of starting with God in our 
religious thinking, it is better to ac- 
cept man and the world about us as 
the reality from which we are to 
start, incomplete and imperfect as 
they are, and to regard God as the 
unrealized ideal toward which man 
aspires and which man must strive 
to make real in his life by his efforts. 
Man is thus God in the making—is 
God becoming. Man is thus all the 
time creating God, or making God 
real by projecting his ideal of what 
ought to be far ahead of himself 
and striving to bring himself up to 
it. Every time man discovers a 
new truth and incorporates it into 
his life, every time he gains a high- 
er conception of justice and prac- 
tices it, every time he loves more in- 
tensely and more wisely, by so much 
has God become real, by so much 
has the world become divine. 

“This puts upon man the responsi- 
bility of being the kind of God he 
worships, so far as in his power lies, 
for we worship by our acts rather 
than by our words. If a man is brut- 
al and cruel then he has a brutal 
and cruel Ged for in the last analy- 
sis our available God is the reaction 
of our ideals upon our own char- 
acters. If one desires a just, lov- 
ing and righteous God he must be 
just. righteous and loving himselt. 


PERSONAL IMMORTALITY. 


“The kingdoms of this earth are 
the realities from which we must 
start—-very imperfect and very in- 


‘complete, but the only reality from 


which more perfect ones may be 
realized. The kingdom of heaven is 
the unrealized ideal toward which 
these kingdoms must be made to 
move. We now feel that we achieve 
the kingdom of heaven not by an 
escape from these kingdoms into the 
more real one, but by bullding these 
kingsdoms into the image of that 
ideal one and thus making it real. 
This makes the responsibility for 
good citizenship absolute. It makes 
good citizenship the most truely re- 
ligious ot all the virtues, for through 
good citizenship alone can salvation 
be achieved and the kingdom of 
heaven be realized. This republic 
is our kingdom of heaven in the 
making and what that kingdom shall 
be depends upon our citizenship here. 
Not only must we serve ourselves 
by serving the republic, but the re- 
public can only serve and save itself 
by serving something beyond itself. 
This republic can no more save itself 
and grow into the kingdom of heav- 
en by selfish and self-centered iso- 
latlon than the medieval monk 
could save himself by withdrawing 
from life and its responsibilities.” 


RICHFIELD DISTRICT 
CALIFORNIA LEADER. 


TWELVE NEW WETS STARTED 
AND AVERAGE PRODUCTION 
BEST IN STATE. 


With drilling on twelve new wells 
Started and five more producers 
aded to the eleven alfeady listed ar 
“crushers,” the Richfield district in 
Orange county is leading all ou fields 
in the State for new developments 
during March. 

According to figures at the offices 
of the State Petroleum Bureau, the 
Richfield district not only leads the 
State in the number of new wells be- 
ing put down, but also in the aver- 
age production, per well. 

During the first half of this 


month, the total number of wells 
those 


in the district including 
“brought in” and those being 
drilled, increased from seventy- 


elght to ninety, with at least three 
more scheduled to be started before 
the close of the month. 

The biggest gusher brought in 
during the first part of the preserit 
month was the big Petroleum Mid- 
way well, which caught fire two 
weeks ago, burning the derrick and 
spouting gas and oil into the air to 
a height of 500 feet. The gusher 
ie now under control and is pro- 
ducing around 2500 barrels of oll 
and approximately 10,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas dally. 

Sensational developments in the 
southeastern part of the Richfield 
district are expected within the next 
two weeks, where the Union Oil 
Company is scheduled soon to bring 
in its Yorba No. 1 on the Rose de 
Yorba ranch and where the Rich- 
field-Yorba is expected to finally be 
given a “test out.” The Union is 
said to have tapped into a big show- 
ing of both ofl and gas on the 
De Yorba property and the second 
water shutoff, preliminary to the 
well being tested out, was cemented 
last week. 

‘The Richfield-Yorba, mystery 
well” of the Richfield district, was 
scheduled to have been brought in 
last week, but water seepage near 
the bottom necessitated a second 
cementing job and a delay of an- 
other ten days or two weeks in try- 
ing to bring the well in. 

Recause a successful well on the 
Richfield Yorba lease will prove up 
as oll-bearing land the holdings of 
several near-by companies, much 
interest is being manifested in its 
final showing. Among the com- 
panies whose properties lie between 
the Richfleld-Yorba and the big 
producers of the Richfield district 
and which will be “proven up” if 
the so-called “Scott well” is a pay- 
ing producer, are the Harrington- 
Dumas Company. the Richfield 
United, the Richfield Union and one 
of the Union Oil Company's big 
leases.

Board Not Yet Appointed for H-1 
Wreck Investigation. 


The board of inquiry which ig to 
investigate the cause of the H-1 dis- 
aster has hot yet been appointed, 
according to Capt. Chauncey Shack- 
ford, commandant of the Subma- 
rine Base at San Pedro.

HELD MANY PASTORATES. 

Rev. Dr. Edwin C. Little, pastor 
of the First United Presbyterian 
Church, whose tragic death inspired 
Dr. Briegleb’s sermon, was born on 
a farm in Washington county, 
Pennsylvania, January 13, 1868. He 
was a Son of the Revolution. 

In his early youth he completed 
a course at Ingleside Academy in 
McDonald, Pa., going from there to 
Westminster College at New Wil- 
mington, Pa. After receiving his 
degree at that institution, he took 
his ministerial training at the Alle- 
gheny Theological Seminary, from 
which he graduated in 1894. 

Almost immediately upon leaving 
schoo! he organized the Third Unit- 
ed Presbyterian Church at Wash- 
ington, Pa., of which he was pas- 
tor for thirteen years. Shortly 
after he took up that charge he 
was married to Miss Georgiana Orr 
of Beaver county, Pennsylvapia. 

From Washington, Pa., Rev. Dr. 
Little was called to a church at 
Tarkio, Mo., where he remained for 
twelve years. The family came 
here in October 6, 1919, Rev. Dr. 
Little succeeding Rev. J. C. Pinker- 
ton, who resigned from the pas- 
torate of the First United Presby- 
terian Church at about that time. 

Rev. Dr. Little leaves a widow 
and four children, Lauretta, Mar- 
tha, Corrinne and James, who re- 
side at 1925 Fifth avenue: a broth- 
er, Joseph Little of Wilkinsburg, 
Pa.: three sisters, Annetta and Ida 
Little and Mrs. E. G. Henderson of 
Winchester, Ky.

TELLS REASON 
FOR OIL RISE. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


tained in Mexico, so that the Mexi- 
can cargoes could be released for the 
Atlantic Coast. 

It is obvious that there will not be 
enough of] to go around, unless: 

1. Production is increased. 

2. The demand conserved. 

We know of no other step to ac- 
complish these results except an in- 
crease in the prite paid for crude oil, 
and in the price at which fuel oli 
ls sold. The same reasons which 
actuated the Fuel Administration in 
1918 in ordering price increases in 
order to stimulate production, and 
to conserve .the supely, actuate us 
now. The condition today is even 
more serious than it was in 1915, 
for California stocks are 4,000,060 
barrels below the figure at that time 
and consumption of California oll 
has mounted 500,00 barrels a month 
above the deffrand then with the 
added requirements already referred 
to also in sight. 

There is further the fact that im- 
proved refining processes will in- 
crease the volume of refined prod- 
nets extracted from crude olf! and 
thus reduce the resulting residuurs 
for fuel oil. This company is now 
installing at a cost of $10,000,000 
new processes by which the com- 
pany estimates that more refined 
products, including gasoline, will be 
recovered from crude off, in such 
quantities that the company’s pro- 
duction of fuel oil, within a year, 
will be necessarily lessened about 
30 per cent. or 20.000 barrels per 
day. 

The period following the Fuel 
Administration advance of 1918 
showed that the depletion of Call- 
fornia stocks was checked. For the 
first time in three years the supply 
exceeded the demand, largely due 
to a diminished demand and a stim- 
ulated production. 

1 company has not been eager 

advance its prices for crude oil. 
This is shown by the fact that its 
competitors for three years have 
paid higher prices for refinable 
crudes than those offered by the 
company. Numerous cases have oc- 
curred in which the company was 
unable to purchase the production 
of others because it was unwilling 
to increase its pride for crude oll 
beyond its published schedule. Other 
7 buyers have paid as high as 40 cents 
a barrel in excess of the prices of- 
fered by this company for refinable 
crudes, and while the prices paid by 
the company for refinable crudes 
advanced from time to time, the 
prices asked by the company for 
fuel oll remained constant 3: $1.60 
a barrel .o. b. Richmond, until the 
recent increase. 

In the face of increased costs, this 
company has maintained its price 
‘of $1.60 for fuel oil without change 
for the past two vears. The de- 
velopments,of the first two months 
of this year finally convinced the 
com pany 12 some stimulus should 
be provided to increase production 
and so action taken which would 
lead to a conservation of crude oll 
and its products. 

In its efforts to promote conser- 
vation of the products of petroleum, 
this company sells no crude petrole- 
um for fuel oil; it sells only the 
residuum resulting from the dis- 
tillation and cracking of crude oil. 


WATER POWER SHORTAGE. 


It is unfortunate, of course, that 
the shortage of water power in this 
State should come at a time when 
the oll supply for the Coast Is in so 
critical a condition. The inability 
of hydroelectric companies to fur- 
nish their normal market with pow- 
er will throw on the oil industry the 
added burden of the demands of 
those consumers who heretofore 
used electric power, and who will 
now turn to fuel oll. This will be 
an added drain on the supply with 
which the oil companies will have 
to cope. 

It is a matter of regret that the 
great area of productive lands, 
which has been held in litigation 
for so many years in the Midway 
field, was not opened to develop- 
ment and subjected to intensive 
operation. The committee of the 
State Council of Defense, in the re- 
port which has already been re- 
ferred to, suggested, as its primary 
recommendgtion, an increase in 
production in the State, and the de- 
velopment of the landa in litigation. 
Efforts were made to come to an 
understanding with the Federal ad- 
ministration on this subject. and the 
nil companies even went so far as to 
offer to drill the lands in question 
without profit, for the sake of meet- 
ing the emergency created by the 
oll shortagce. As is well known, 
neither the recommendation of the 
Petroleum Committee of the State 
Council of Defense, nor the subse- 
auent efforts to develop the litigated 
lands under agreement with the 
covernment were accepted by the 
Federal government. The fact re- 
mains that a large body of produc- 
tive land was allowed to remain idle, 
and to suffer great natural de- 
terloration during a time of great 
necessity for oll, a policy largely 
responsible for the present shortage 
of fuel ofl and the refined products 
of petroleum. 

QUESTION OF PRICF. 


We understand that the commis- 


sion's primary interest is in relation 


to the price of fuel oil for public 
utilities. The public is also inter- 
ested in the price of gasoline. 
Gasoline must be kevt at a price 
level where it will not be shipped 
to other markets in quantities suf- 
ficient to deplete the California 
market. For example, at the present 
time, gasoline is selling in New York 
at 28% cents a galion wholesale. 
Previous to the recent advance here 
it was selling here at 19 “cents per 
gallon wholesale, a difference of 9 
cents per gallon. The rail rate to 
New York is 7 cents a gallon, and 
water rate not to exceed 4 cents. Ob- 
viously unless a proper differen- 
tial exists between the Pacific Coast 
price and eastern prices, Pacific 
Coast gasoline will be shipped East 
by wholesalers, jobbers and others 
and sold at a profit to the complete 
demoralization of the local market. 
That the gasoline market is short 
may be illustrated by the fact that 
this company, to supply the require- 
ments of its trade, several months 
ago purchased about 50,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline in the Midcontinent 
field which the company is shipping 
to points customarily supplied from 
California. 

In this connection it may be noted 
that the price of gasoline has re- 
mained practically constant as com- 
pared to the increase in the cost of 
other commodities. In July, 1919, 
the price of gasoline on this Coast 
was increased 1 cent per gallon. This 
was the only advance that had been 
made since December, 1916, except
